the former be as unqueſtionably proved to have conſpired his Sacred: Ma -. 


jefty's-death, or the ſubverſion of the Government, as the latter have un- 
doubtedly deſigned both; in their lace execrable Rebellion, as appeareth by 
their Declarations, wherein, Puritan-like, they ſcruple not to charge his Sacred: 
Majeſty with perjury, and violation of the Covenant, together with ſeveral 
other Presbyterian expre!ſions ; and beſides, their very Inſurrection. maketh 
it undeniable: For ( as Dr. Bilſon, loco ſupra cit. well obſerveth ) He that may 
fight, may kill; and war againſt the Prince, and killing the Prince, are of confe- 
quence inevitable. Could theſe things, I ſay, be thus indiſputably proved againſt 
the Papiſts, ſurely all Proteſtants wou'd unanimouſly riſe againſt ſuch bloody 
Tygers, and quite extirpate them root and branch out of this Ifland for ever. 


How ſtrangely then comes it to paſs, that Paptſts are ſo unfortunate in their- 


wickednels. as ſtill to be exclaimed againſt for crimes, in the judgment of ma- 
ny wiſe and judicious men, not yet unexceptionably proved againſtthem, and 
the Presbyterians undeniable wickedneſs preſently buried in-oblivron ? |
